FRANCE 

Hard fighting again is taking place in the Woevre district, near 
Ponl-a-Mousson. The Gernvins have captured a strong position, 
the village of Norroy. The strength of the German forces in this 
region endangers the position of the French forces, southwest of 
Metz. In the Vosges the Germans have abandoned their offensive 
movement and only artillery firing took place yesterday. In the 
Argonne severe fighting still continues with no apparent gain.s for 
either side. Around Albert and Boissons spirited artillerv ex- 
changes took place. The Germans continue to bombard the trench- 
es in Belgium but without succeeding in dislodging our troops. 

RUSSIA 

The Germans are still attempting to advance along the whole of 
the eastern front and a serious battle has commenced in North Po- 
land where the Russian army has been checked by the advancing 
Germans. Around Plock and Mlawa the battle has already com- 
menced. Reports from Petrograd state, however, that the Ger- 
mans have evacuated Lodz and Lowicz. Floods are delaying the 
German plans for a new attack on Warsaw but it is stated that 
General von Mackenren is getting together an army for this purpose. 
Typhoid is prevalent in the German lines in Poland, • 

.AUSTRIAHUNGARY 

The battle is still raging in the Duklu Pass, the Hungarians 
putting a large army against the Russians. As yet the Austrians have 
I been successful in holding Bartfeld-Svidulk against all attacks. The 
■ attempts to relieve Pryzemysl have been frustrated by the Russian 
victory at Smolnik. The Austrian fleet is reported to be bombard- 
ing Antivari, the sea-porl of Montenegro.

The re<i.S(iii for this i^ the responsibility for quality 

which the trade mark tixcs upon the manufacturer. 

Thiîre is no responsibility behind unbrandcd goods — 
except in the few cases where retailers furnish the guaran- 
tee. 

The article which docs not bear a trade mark is gener- 
ally unworthy of identification — the manufacturer is 
ashamed to put his name iipnii it. 

It a man tries a branded article and is satisfied, he in- 
sists upon getlini; tlie same thing next time he buys. 

If he is nut satislied, lie insists iipnn nut ,;;et(ing it. 

Tluis the trade mark i-- .i i;iiii tliat m.iy shoot either 
way. It tlic l''iandi\1 artiLlc is iinifornily ^rnod the .cuii 
works all right and hits the mark, but if the article is not 
reliable the gun is more dangerous at the breech than the 
muzzle — the trade mark hurts the manufacturer more 
than the cu.stonier. 

Thai is uhy trade marked jcnuds are sn generally the 
best. They have to be uniformly good because manufac» 
tnrers cannot afford to exploit a mark that merely tells 
people what to avoid. 

There are twn niethnds for \ini to sho)!. One is in 
buy unmarked' goods because uf their appearance — w iti; 
the guarantee of ueithcr the dealer or the maker. The 
other way is to buy the trade marked goods that both the 
maker and the dealer are prmid to stand back of, .\ con- 
venient use of this latter method — the certainty method — 
implies freijuent reference to the branded soods described 
ill the adverlisiii.t; coUimiis of I'lie .McCiill Dailv.
